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The Hoyt well, west of Decatur and south of Chico, is reported to have found the big pay sand, and arrangements are being made to set eight- 
inch casing, when the well will be brought in. When the report reached Decatur Saturday morning the citizens here took on big interest and a 
number of cars loaded with Decatur people left for the well. When the Decatur people arrived at the well they found numbers of other Wise county 
citizens on the scene, and it is said there were a n umber present from Burkburnett and Wichita Falls. All day Saturday and Sunday, after the news 
was given to the Dallas and Fort Worth papers, speculators and oil men from all nearby sections were moving on Chico. The little town has taken 
on a real oil boom and it is predicted that when the well is drilled in, which will be some time next week, a boom never dreamed of will be on in that 
locality. 
Bottles and small buckets of the oil found in the well after the drill hit the sand early Saturday morning, are being exhibited in Decatur and Chi­ 
co. The story of the find comes to the Messenger as follows: A little after four o’clock Saturday morning the driller saw the engine “running 
wild,” and the cable became slack, when the drill was stopped and an investigation instituted. The drill was brought up and the bailer sent down. 
When brought up the bailer contained a goodly quantity of oil. Several bailings were made and each time the oil became greater in quantity. All 
drilling operations were immediately stopped and a telephone message sent to Mr. A. C. Hoyl in Decatur, owner of the land on which the well is being- 
drilled, and Messrs. Hale and Todd at Fort Worth, lessees and owners of the drilling outfit. Mr. Hoyl and the Fort Worth parties were told that a 
well had been found. Other Decatur citizens were ’phoned by Chico citizens, and within a short time a number of cars were headed for Wise coun­ 
ty’s first oil field. Samples of the sand and oil were brought into Decatur by Mr. Hoyl and others, and they were pronounced by such men as B. R. 
Floyd and Mr. Melton of the Keystone Company, and H. W. Barton, another experienced oil operator, as being “pay finds.” 
Casing, eight-inch, sufficient to reach the san d, 1815 feet, is now on the way to Chico, and when it arrives and is placed in the well, which will 
cut off the large volume of water now in hole, the drill will be sent into the sand. It will probably be several days before all arrangements can be per­ 
fected for bringing in the well, as much pains and caution must be exercised in the work, and no chances of losing the well will be taken. 
Estimates of the well’s production vary from two hundred to five thousand barrels, and some of the most experienced oil men in the state, af­ 
ter examining the sand taken from the Hoyl well, say one of the biggest and best producers in Texas can be expected. 
Reports that the well had been “salted” were rampant, but as the opinions of some of the best known oil men in the city were given out these re­ 


acreage that is necessary to prosecute the drilling of a well in that vicinity. 
The Messenger is not familiar with these claims and has no opin­ 
ion to express. 
. 
This, we know. All indications at this time point to Wise county shortly becoming one of the greatest oil fields in the state. 
Oil men from all sections of the state are arriving in Chico daily, and after viewing the well they are reported to be purchasing available leases. 
Leases close up are not on the market, and holdings two and three miles of the well are bringing fancy figures. 
a| 
It is claimed that the Hoyl well is running “true to form,” in that the reports of three different geologists claimed the pay sand would be found 
/between eighteen hundred and two thousand feet. 
f 
A report reached Decatur Thursday morning to the effect that the oil was rising in the Hoyl well, and was new within one hundred and twenty- 
five feet of the top. A strong odor of gas is issuing from the hole. With these reports comes one saying about one hundred feet of the well has caved. 
This can be easily cleaned out, state the drillers when the eight-inch casing is being set. It is the opinion of some that the well, when freed of the 
water will blow itself in. 
The drillers of the Rom'inger well, about six miles southwest of the Hoyl, say they struck the Hoyl sand at 1,800, but that it was much lighter 
than that found by the Hoyl drillers. The Carey well, southeast of the Hoyl and about seven miles west of Decatur, is due to hit the sand around 
the depth of the Hoyl. The Carey is now about 1,550 feet deep with a strong flow of gas. 
Storage tanks have been ordered for the Hoyl well. 
Six and eight-inch casing from Wichita Falls was brought by truck here this week for the Key stone well, southeast of Decatur. The Keystone 
continues to “look like a producer,” and the drillers are confident a good well will be hit within the next few hundred feet.

Says Meridian Highway 
Should be Built by Depot 


Decatur, Texas, July 3, 1920. 
To 
the Messenger— Sirs: 
I see in your 
issue of this week a communication 
signed “ Decatur Citizen,’' purporting 
tdLgive “ a few reasons why the Mer­ 
idian highway has not been built 
through Decatur.” 
In view of the rs-ross misstatements 
and offensive imnlications contained 
in this communication, it seems high­ 
ly proper that this “ Decalur Citizen’’ 
be identified. 
The statement in said communica­ 
tion to the effect that tile proper au­ 
thorities had located this road, to 
leave the main road at the old mill 
and along Hale street west and over 
the hills and hollows of South Deca­ 
tur and to enter the public squar 
from the south, and that* two mem­ 
bers of the commissioners’ 
court, 
when the grading reached tin- point 
at Hale street where it tinned west, 
stopped tile contractor and preferred 
that the road be not graded throng 
the town unless it went by tile homes 
of the commission* >‘ court, and that 
.the p e o p l e of Decatur preferred that 
this road be detoured around th roily i 
South Decatur, conveying as it dot 
the despicable charge that tin* com­ 
missioners of the county are u s u r p ­ 
ing unwarranted authority and arr' 
Controlled by s m i t e r purposes 
of 
selfish interest is a shocking and as­ 
tounding statement. 
The truth of the matter is, that,; 
when this road was first contemplat­ 
ed and the bonds to build ii were | 
voted everybody expected the road to 
follow the railway to the foot 
of 
Main street at the passenger depot, 
and thence up Main street to the pub­ 
lic square; 
and nobody, so far ar; 
I know, or ever heard of, expected 
any other route. 
When a county en 
gineer was employed and the road 
laid out, we were astounded to learn 
that the road had been routed so as 
to meander the streets and alleys 
of South Decatur and leave the de­ 
pots, elevator and gins wholly out Oi 
account. 
I was appealed to by tin* 
people along the route of said road 
south of Decatur, and who were fur 
niching the bulk of the money to 
build it; 
and who were to use it in 
visiting Decatur and transacting their 
business there to investigate the mat­ 
ter and, if possible, prevent such an 
outrage. 
I, with others, took the 
matter up with the county engined, 
Mr. Simpson, and learned from him 
that he had selected that route and 
was strongly and unalterably in fav­ 
or of it. and that the highway com­ 
mission had approved his action, .'in'! 
that the location was fixed. 
We then 
took the matter rn with ti ■ highway 
commission, which tribunal promptly 
informed us that the routing of this 
road through Decatur was purely a 
I veal matt* r of no concern of th 1 
highway authorities, and entirely a 
matter or tin* cornish 
oners’ court 
to determine, and the commissioners’ 
court was so directed b> said con • 
mission. 
Acting upon this anthoid' 
from the highway commission, the 
commissioners’ court pn mptly and 
very properly decided ,t fiat the road 
should follow the route first design­ 
ed and c o n t e m p l a t e d and follow the 
railway to Main street and t h e n c e to 
the square, and directed the county 
engineer and contractor to follow 
such instructions. 
But it stems that the c< univ engi­ 
neer refused to give up his deter 
rn {nation to have the road go his 
way, and when the grading squa 
reached Hale st reef ti 
" the old o 
mill, he directed the grading to pro­ 
ceed west ; long th*-* route designated 
by him. 
It was then the “two mem­ 
bers of th** col. I 
-‘doner •' court 
stopped the proceeding and directed 
the grading 
to proceed along th 
route designated b.v the court: 
tin i 
then it was the count> engine! r, and 
not the court, caused th*1 grading 
through Decatur to s t o p -and proceed 
to the northern part of the county; 
while this engineer, at his own ex­ 
pense or the expense of some other 
interested parties, went to Austin in 
an effort to induce the highway com­ 
mission 
to change 
its ruling and 
withdraw from the commissioners’ 
court the authority to fix the route, 
which effort failed. 
Why this determined effort to run ! 
this road around through the rami- | 
fications cf South Decatur? 
who is | 
behind it? 
Is it somebody owning 
property in that region who want it 


improved at public expense? 
Does 
the county engineer own any proper­ 
ty there? 
This “Decatur Citizen” 
says that the people of Decatur want 
this road built along 
I Ii is devious 
route, •’and are not especially inter­ 
ested in improving anyone’s individ­ 
ual property.” 
Are they? 
I can’t 
imagine why any citizen of Decatur 
would be in favor of this route un­ 
less lie owned property along it that 
he wanted improved without expense 
to him or wanted to be able to sit 
on Ii is front gallery and watch the 
tourists pass.

They are furnishing all 
the money to build it.

town to take tlie train or to leave

; oilovff of South Decatur, through 
the public square, to reach the de-! 
pots, elevators and gins? 
They are more interested in a 
quick and convenient haul than they 
as* in the scenery of South Decatur. 
, It is strange, and yet I reckon it is 


I natural, that no great public enter- 
> prise, designed for the public bene- 
I lit, can be inagurated and carried out 
I without the intervention of some sel- 
I fish interest seeking an unjust advan- 
: tage. 
The people who are paying 
for this road and who have been hop- 
! ing for the benefits of it, would like 


J to know why it has not been complet­ 
ed; 
it was to have been completed 
last August. 
Why it is in its pres­ 
ent deplorable and disgraceful con­ 
dition, I cannot see. 
They are not 
much concerned about why it has not 
been graded through Decatur. 
In 
fact, the road is in better condition 
where it 
has not 
been graded- 
where it has never been touched by 
the contractor— the traveling public 
has beeu persecuted and punished un­ 
mercifully by the piddling manner 
in which the work on this road has 
been carried on; 
it lias been torn 
up by pretended grading work and 
left for months in a practically im­ 
passible condition. 
Why lins this 
work not been done in a systematic 


party living on or adjacent to the 
new route who was looking to per­ 
sonal interests first. 
This protest 
was signed, so I was informed, by 
twice the number of our citizens, as 
was the number of the parties asking 
for a change.

the court employed two of Decatur’s 
attorneys to look after their side of 
the question. 
Mr. Carswell called on Mr. Simp­ 
son, and asked to see the protest, 
and finallyi minced Mr. Simpson to 
allow him lo take the protest to his 
office, promising to return it. 
This 
protest was destroyed, was never re­ 
turned by Mr. Carswell to Mr. Simp­ 
son, yet it was demanded many times. 
These attorneys made a trip to Aus­ 
tin on behalf of tile proposed chalah. 
‘I suppose the county paid their tees 
and expenses). 
They 
advised the 
ate highway engineer of their pe­ 
tition to have the route changed, and 
at the same time advised him that 
there was no opposition to the chang' 
from our citiz* ns. 
The 
last in for­ 
mat ion was given us by the engi­ 
neer himself. 
I then got up another protest with 
something like three hundred signa­ 
tures, and presented it to the court 
in person, but advised them that un­ 
der no circumstances would this pre­ 
test be delivered to their attorneys. 
It was them the judge advised that 
I file with the clerk and the court 
would take it up later. 
I fijed the 
protest. 
It is still filed; 
has never 
been asked for or inquired about by 
the court. 
Now, what voice have the people 
in this democratic state of ours if two 
or three men are allowed to control 
every proposition that comes before 
the people? 
Would it be better for 
our little city to build a macadamized 
street 
by

allow 
this change which is against the will 
of the people?

I point in the county, is 1,058 feet. 
: The area of the county is 843 square 


I miles. 
Topography 
The eastern half of the county is 
of the rolling prairie type and the 
western half is rather hilly and brok­ 
en. 
The eastern half of the county 
is covered with the cretaceous forma­ 
tion with a topography that is charac- j 
teristic of this formation in Texas. 
In the northwest quarter 
there is 
considerable Pennsylvania formation, I 
in which the topography is broken, j 
due to the fact thatt he Pennsylva- i 
niun formation is alternating beds 
of hard and soft formations with a I 
normal dip of about fifty feet to the 
mile to the northwest. 
General Geology 
The rocks of the Pennsylvania age 
that outcrop in Wise county are of : 
the Canon formation. 
This forma- ® 
tion extends from the to^vn of Brady 
in McCulloch county through Brown, j 
Comanche, Eastland, Stephens, Palo : 
Pinto, Jack and Wise counties. 
It j 
consists 
of a series 
of limestone 
shales and sands. 
In Palo Pinto, ; 
Stephens and Eastland counties, and 
the northern part of Jack county, 
these limestone beds areq uite mas­ 
sive and often reach a thickness of 
fifty feet. 
In Wise county these for­ 
mations go under the cretaceous and 
are not exposed farther north than 
this in the state of Texas. 
The coal that is being mined at 
Bridgeport belongs to the Canon for­ 
mation. 
The clays of this formation 
are also of commercial 
importance 
since they are the hest in the state 
of 
Texas for the manufacture 
of 
brick and other clay products. 
The 
coal that is mined at Bridgeport, ac­ 
cording to analysis made by the stat* 
geological department has 9.81 mois­ 
ture, 33.06 volatile combustible m at­ 
ter, 44.66 fixed carbon, and 12.47 
ash, with the British thermal unit 
I 0.396. 
The amp of Wise county shows in 
a general way th'* area covered with 
the cretaceous and with the Pennsyl­ 
vania formation. 
The map is only 
a general outline of these formations 
and should not be regarded as accur­ 
ate in detail. 
Very little attention was paid to 
the area covered by the cretaceous 
formation since it lies unccnformably 
on the underlying palaeozic. 
Since 
the cretaceous is a much younger 
ormation than the Pennsylvania, it 
is doubtful whether structure in tho 
Pennsylvania formation would be ac­ 
curately reflected or shown in Die 
overlying cretaceous. 
However, 
if 
the 
cretaceous showed 
prominent, 
well defined struct .re, it is reason­ 
able to assume that sinular or larger 
structures would ne encountered in 
the underlying Pennsylvania rocks. 
This statement is not borne out iii 
the formations in southwest Texas 
or Marathon areas, since ii this area 
there are very clearly defined pala­ 
eozic structures disappearing under ; 
cretaceous without showing any ef- I 
feels whatsoever in the overlying cre­ 
taceous. 
Put, in the Matathon coun­ 
ty structural conditions in the pala­ 
eozic are much more radical than in 
the area under 
consideration 
and 
could not be considered a parallel 
case. 
Structural Geology 
The cretaceous beds in Wise coun­ 
ty dip to the southeast. 
It is es­ 
timated that these rocks dip at a rate 
from IO to 20 feet per mile. 
The 
work only covered a small amount 
of the cretaceous area, which extend­ 
ed from Decatur to Rhome, on the 
main highway and from Rhome back 
to the west by Boyd and Paradise. 
On the trip it was observed, in an 
area slightly west of Herman, that 
there is considerable deformation or 
structure that might be worthy of a 
detailed investigation. 
Aside from 
this, nothing of importance was ob­ 
served in the cretaceous.
